avenue. This house is a dainty edifice 
of white stone, and is of a French 
type of architecture. Mr. Leathe 
owned it. 

When inquiries was made for Mrs. 
Leathe, Mr. Garvey said she was in- 
disposed and could not be seen. Those 
at the house said she was present

Concerning her plans, Mr. 
said Mrs. Leathe’s intention 
BO East to live, probably at some 
place in Massachusetts. Of her plans 
for the immediate future he said he 
knew. nothing. : 

There were present at the house 
-duririg the last part of Mr. Leathe’s 
iliness a number of friends of him- 
Self and his wife. They have re- 
mained since his death. 

Mr. Leathe paid taxes on $980,000 in 
real estate and $1100 personal prop- 
erty. Estimating the actual value of 
this property to be thre times the as- 
Sessed valuation, according to the us- 
ual ratio, his estate is worth nearly 
$3,000,000. He lived very simply, and 
was unpretentious in all things. 


Comrade of Kit Carson. 


In the course of his career, Mr. 
Leathe faced death in thrilling adven- 
tures in the Far West. Later he was 
a connoisseur of art and ‘paintings, and 
in middle age a financier of rare skill 
and keen insight. The man was many- 
sided, and played a strong, well-defined 
part in every role he undertook. 

In “‘forty-nine’’ he caught the fever 
of the rush to the new El Dorado on 
the Pacific coast, and in a_ prairie 
schooner made his way across the 
plains of the West to meet Fremont. 
He fell in with Kit Carson, the famous 
scout, and the two were friends. 
was young, courageous, 
a love of wild 
which won so much 
civilization by 
trade and industry. 

lie was an associate of Commodore 

Vanderbiit, founder of the vast Vander- 
bilt fortunes. With the great New York 
financier, Leathe planned to operate a 
stagecoach line across the Isthmus of 
Nicaragua from San Juan del Sur to 
Virgin Bay, with a hotel at the latter 
terminus. But after a trip over the 
ground, he declared the project imprac- 
tical and it was abandoned. 
He has been heard to remark 
in the early days in California he 
missed the golden opportunities of his 
life. Nevertheless, at that time he laid 
the foundations of the rich estate he 
left behind at death. He dabbled in 
mining and made money. He operated 
a freight line from Sacramento and 
made money. Even in that far day he 
seemed to possess a sort of Midas touch 
Which turned everything to gold.

Thus did the Prince of Denmark, 
self—if Wilhelm Meister may \ be 
ited—a blond of considerable corpulence, 
give immortal phrasing to the prayer 
of the adipose of all generations.

In his diet he has strictly eschewed 
all starchy and sugary foods, sueh as 
potatoes, cake, pastry and candy, Fat 
meat he has been urged by the doctors 
to eat as often and as largely as his 
capacity would permit. Beer, which \he 
used to consume, he says, at the rate 
of a doten schooners a day, he has en- 
tirely given up, along with whiskey and 
all aleohotic§ drinks. But tobacco he 
has, with impunity, allowed himself, 
both for smoking and chewing. Epsom 
saits and magneé@sium sulphate he has 
taken freely. 

One of the most important factors in 
his reduction of weight has been cease- 
less exercise. All day tong he has 
walked the ward, some of the time busy 
with tasks he found to do, but often 
tramping along voluntarily. He is the 
righthand man of the nurses, for whom 
patients often have to be moved, beds 
changed from one place to another, and 
various chores done.

He 
seemed thoroughly aroused and Justice 
Fitzgerald seemed to retain his judicial 
calm only with great effort. 

The point under discussion was as to 
whether the District Attorney on cross- 
examination could take a wider scope 
than was permitted counsel for the de-, 
fense on direct examination. 

Justice Fitzgerald finally § sustained 
the position taken by the defense. 

During the debate, which began 
tween the District Attorney and 
Delmas, the latter characterized Mr, 
Jerome’s remarks as ‘offensive’ and 
said they tended to lower the standards 
and dignity of the court. 

Justice Fitzgerald interposed at this 
point, and the war of words went on 
between him and the prosecuting offi- 
cer?r.

One First Discovered Now 


Greatly Decreased in Size. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 5.—The huge 
sun spot discov ered by John A. Brash- 
ear, the Allegheny astronomer, two 
weeks ago, is said to have passed its 
prime, and is greatly decreased in size. 
Two new ones have appeared. The spot 
of two weeks ago had a diameter of 

35,000 miles. Today it is about 20,000 
i in diameter. Three other sun 
spots, ranging from 8000 to 10,000 miles 
in diameter have also been seen. 

The new cpots are on the western side 
of the sun. They will be visible for 
ten days more, when they will g1 radual- 
ly pass to the eastern side and then dis- 
appear, as the face of the sun, now 
turned toward the earth, rotates to the 
other side. Prof, Schlesinger, another 
!Allegheny astronomer, believes the bis 
spot may survive one more rotation. 
Sun spots, he explained, generally pass 
away after one rotation of the Sun, 
which requires four weeks.

New Regulations Givern Size, 
Weight and Form. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—An order 
has been issued by the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral providing new regutbhations govern- 
ing the size, form and weight of pri- 
vate postcards entering the mail. Such 
postcards must be made of an unfold- 
ed piece of cardboard, not exceeding 3 
and 9-16 by 5 and 9%-16 inches, nor less 
than 2 and & by 4 inches. 

They must in form, and in quality, 
and weight of paper be substantially 
like the government postcards. They 
may be of any color, not interfering 
with a legible address and postmark. 
Very thin sheets of paper may be at- 
tached to them on condition that they 
completely adhere to the ecard. Cards 
bearing particles of glass, metal, mica, 
sand, tinsel, or other similar substances 
will not be accepted for mailing, ¢x- 
cept when inclosed in envelopes.

COMMON SENSE IN SELLING. 


I. DOESN’T pay to be too anxious to sell—it only drives the trade away. One 
morning recently 1 stopped at a fruit stand. I was just in the frame of 
mind in which I didn’t want anything in particular, but wished to buy 

something if I saw anything that appealed to me. But the instant I began 
looking at the fruit the old man came up and began pointing to this, that and 
the other, not giving me a moment to think for myself. I simply turned and 
walked off—probably as thousands had done before me. I was willing to buy 
goods, but not willing to have goods sold to me. And I went cway disap- 
pointed at not having the privilege of looking over the stock. 

This same spirit in some degree pervades almost every line of business. 
The men who own the business may know better, but they fail to impress the 
point upon their salespeople, and the result is the same as at the fruit 
stand. Those who are willing to be customers turn away when they are denied 
the privilege of looking over the goods and forming their own impressions. 

But, on the other hand, there are people who desire immediate attention, 
and go away if they don’t get it. There is a happy medium between these 
two extremes that is an important point in successful salesmanship.

ANAGER McCLOSKEY of the 
St. Louis Cardinals is the in- 
ventor and patentee of the first 
practical electrical scoreboard. There 
has been a good deal of talk lately, al- 
most entirely in American League cir- 
cles, of adopting such a machine for 
use in every park on the circuit. Mr. 
McCloskey rises to remark § that 


must first be consulted, as he is 
sole owner of the device. 
‘Not only is the full score by innings 
kept in full view, but also the name of 
the batsman, the number of balls and 
strikes on him, the number of outs in 








the inning and the total number of hits 
and runs seored by the side at bat. 
There is also a space for announcing 
the decision of the umpire on ball plays. 
Thus the exact status of the game at 
anv moment is plainly visible to the 
fans, who are also not left in doubt as 
to the decisions on balls, strikes and 
other plays: McCloskey’s board is 
operated from the press box by the aid 


{ofa small eleetrieal machine, which re- 


sembles a typewriter in general appetr- 


ance. This machine is connected with 
the scoreboard by wires running 
through a pipe laid under the field. The 


power is furnished by a storage battery. 
The instant a decision is given by the 
umpire the operator presses the re- 
quired Key and the proper word or num- 
ber is flashed on the board, in plain 
view of all. The cost of the apparatus 
is not large, and can be met by the 
vevice of a revolving sheet for adver- 


tisements at the top of the board. 
This machine was invented by John 
McCloskey about two years ago. In 


March,. !906, he took out letters of copy- 
right on the design. About two months 
ago he wrote to Ban Johnson explaining 
his invention and advocatines its adop- 
tion by the American League. His let- 
ter was never answered, and when he 
approached the great Ban during the 
recent meetine in New York to talk the 
matter over he was not listened to. Mr. 
McCloskey was very angry at sonneon s 
discourtesv, and he makes the a 

nouncement that any club installing an 
electric scoreboard must come to terms 
with him, as he has the original richts 


in the matter.

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As a result of the first meeting of the 
Touring Board of the American Auto- 


President W. H. Hotchkiss is expected 
to cal] an early meeting of the Execu- 
tive ‘Committee to receive the sugges- 
tions made by the Touring Board re- 
garding the best route for the Glidden 


Cup tour. Automobilists who are pre- 
paring to go on the tour were anxiously 
awaiting yesterday some announcement 
o: the probable route, but the only state- 
ment that’ Chairman F. B. Hower sent 
to the American Automobile Association 
headquarters was that the subject of 
routhes and rules was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and that the Executive Com- 
mittee will now take’ final action in de- 
termining the route. 

In view of the great demand made by 
automobilists al] over the country for a 
tour from Chicago or St. Louis to New 
York or in the opposite. direction, it is 
confidently believed that the original 
proposal for a  Chicago-Washington 
route will be abandoned. Motorist from 
both this city and Chicago have urged 





of cho@ging a route that will take the 
autoists through a number of large 
peices and over good roads as well as in 
localities where accommodations for a 
large party will be satisfactory. The 
Chicago-Washington route failed to 
find any favor, but, but there is a grow- 
ing sentiment that a round trip tour 
from New York would be an ideal 
thing for the coming contest, spending 
two or three days in Chicago and then 
returning to New York by way of Cleve- 
land, Pittsburg. and Philadelphia. This 
test would make a run of fully 2500 miles 
and would provide a splendid endurance 
contest for the cars.

BELLEVILLE’S NEW WATER. 


As the 








result of a meeting of repre- 
Sentatives of the Belleville Deep Well 
Water Co. and some of the members of 
the Belleville City Council and the Belle- 
ville Commercial Club, Belleville’s pres- 
ent water system may be entirely 
changed, 

At present the water supply is re- 
ceived from a number of wells in the 
south part of the city. These wells get 
low in the summer time, and some- 
times in the winter, and the water com- 
pany is then forced to use water from 
Christine, the old source of sup- 
used before the wells were sunk. 
The recent additions to Belleville and 
the consequent extension of the water 
pipes brought the city face to face with 
an insufficient water supply. 

The water company has agreed to sink 
wells, which, they say, will be inex- 
haustible, in the American.

If this is done the city will have 
agree to certain conditions that are yet 
to be decided upon. A proposition will 
be submitted to the Council, and aS soon 
as terms can be agreed upon the water 
company’s representatives say they will 
begin work.
